NELSON, B. C., April 28. 
—An attempt to wreck the 
eastbound Canadian Pacific 
passenger train from Van- 
couver at Thrums, about 16 
miles west of Nelson, was 
made late last night, when 
high explosive with a ter- 
rific roar shattered the 
switch at a passing track in 
that vicinity. The train had 
just passed over the switch 
when the explosion occur- 
red. No one was injured. 

The switch was a total 
wreck, but no great damage 
was done to the track and 
traffic was not interrupted. 
The blast shattered the 
switch timbers and split in 
two the heavy base casting. 

British Columbia and rail- 
road police immediately 
started an investigation into 
the outrage. 


Passengers heard the explosion just 
@fier the train had passed the switch. 

Examination of the switch showed 
the foi the explosion to have 
been cu us. Heavy timbers upon 
which the switch rested were reni in 
pieces and the heavy iron switch was 
snapped like a twig.

Grand Trunk Plunges on 
Top of House, Two Oc- 
cupants Hurt

SOUTH BEND, Ind., April 28— 
Engineer James Groves and Fireman 
Walter G. Schinning, both of Battle 
Creek, Mich., were scalded to death 
and two other persons were injured 
when the Maple Leaf passenger 
train of the Grand Trunk railroad, 
en route from Montreal to Chicago, 
was derailed here today and one of 
its baggage cars plunged off a high 
elevation embankment onto a house. 
Apparentiy none of the train's pas- 
|sengers were injured and none of the 
|coaches Overturned. Police and ~ol- 
| unteer workers, however, searched the 
| ruins of the house for other possible 


| victims. The two injured, neither 
| seriously, were five-year-old Marshall 
| Bradburn and his father, who were

THE THUMB-SUCKING HABIT 


Sucking is one of the first reflex acts of the new- 
baby

its as they are without teeth. 
| It is the mother’s task to train 
the child in the best habits 
Possible and to prevent such 
undesirable habits as thumb. 
sucking, 
HARMFUL RESULTS 
| Once the thumb-sucking ONS - 
j stunt ts really started it takes Dr. McCoy 
@ long time to stop it. The habif of placing miscellen- 
cous objects in the mouth is unsanitary, much dirt 
and ifith may be carried into the baby's mouth where 
a direct entrance into the delicate stomach, nasal pas- 
sage and throat may follow. The habit may grow un- 
til the child wants to suck the thumb continually 
| Persistent sucking may deform the shape of the mouth 
and jaws and push the teeth out of line until they 
protrude. For this bad effect to occur, the child must 
suck the thumb until five years of age or over; how- 
ever, many children keep up the habit until they are 
eight or nine. 

While an occasional sucking of the thumb is to be 
expected in a young baby, the same thing in an older 
child causes an unpleasant situation in the home for 
all concerned. Moreover, when an older child finds 
himself chained to a baby habit like this, he is made 
fun of by other children and tends to become shy 

A common cause of thumb-sucking seems to be that 
the child is not getting all the food elements to cam- 
pletely satisfy him. Something is lacking in his diet 
and to still the craving he keeps sucking on anything 
handy, usually the thumb. When the baby starts 
sucking his thumb, the best thing to do is to examine 
his diet to see if he ts getting enough to ocmpletely 
satisfy him; especially regard to the food minerals. 
The next thing to do is to spend enough time each day 
to pull the thumb out of the mouth. To keep the hand 
busy, and to detract his attention, gently clasp the 
little fingers around a tuy such as a rattle.

REINCARNATION of Boccacio’s “The Patient 

Griselda” came to light a few days ago in a di- 
voree suit I lsvened in on, in an Edmonton courtroom 
The case would have delighted a playwright. Tt was a 
veritable cross-section of human nature, with clear- 
cut types of witnesses—the smooth-spoken private en- 
quiry agent; the abashed country witness calling the 
lawyer “your Honor,” two types of landladies, one thin 
and elderly telling how she watched over the morals 
of those whom Fate and the economic machine had 
entrusted to her care, the other big and masterful, with 
&@ vocation to defend down-trodden wives 

This drama of real life, and its denouement, were 
of Intriguing interest. A jealous young husband offer- 
ed in evidence the “Yes” which his wife was supposed 
to have uttered in her sleep when he had plied her 
with a question based on his fears. He told how, with 
& private detective, he had watched for hours the sup- 
posed room of his wife and seen a man and woman 
enter, only to find by the evidente of the actual par- 
ties that his wife was at her father’s farm in the 
country on the night in question, and that the room he 
and his faithful Dogberry had watched was that of 
two young Englishmen giving a birthday party at- 
tended by two young women friends. 

But the arresting thing in this comedy of human 
emotions was the attitude of the wife toward her hus- 
band. All along she had sought to hold him and to 
Win him back. When he had left her without money 
she would not allow the police to prosecute him lest 
it might embitter him against her 

Though he had catechized her in her sleep with 
his offensive suggestion, she forgave him; though he 
had deserted her, she wanted him; though he had 
sleuthed her from the roof of a vacant building and 
made before the public, the most grievous charge a 
husband can make against a wife, she wanted only to 
prove her innocence.
